Enjoyed your comments on the Morrow Twins. I used the MB-560A transmitter 

and Morrow 5-band converter into a BC-946 Command receiver with a TNS 

noise limiter/squelch. I used it mobile in my 1958 Chevrolet with a 
Leece-Neville alternator, a factory option. I operated on 3995 AM with 
hundreds of others in the Los Angeles area, but it worked best on 15 and 

10. Power supply was a vibrator supply for 250V, and a DM-35D 600 V dynamotor. 


Antenna had a big capacity hat, which almost allowed my to operate 75 with 
40 meter coils. I rewound my Master Mobile coils using B&W coil stock 
(remember Sam of Sam's surplus, the owner of Master Mobile?). 


Transmitter had a place to plug in a key, but it didn't have adequate 
stability for CW. Maybe it was the power supply, did you ever try yours on CW? 


Converter was a work of art, and very sensitive on the higher bands. It 
made the Gonset competition look sick. Transmitter was no slouch, either. 


I still have everything but the transmitter, which unfortunately someone 
talked me in trading for a signal generator.

At the risk of starting another scuffle, I would observe that the main 
difference is that the 390 uses LC filters (a LOT of ‘'em) vs the mechanical 
filters of the 390A. Most of the other differences are of little 
consequence. The 390 has somewhat less sharp slopes on its filter 
characteristics (though the crystal filter is mighty good), but is less 
susceptible to ringing in the presence of interference and atmospheric 
junk. This has been my experience from considerable usage of both. 


It also weighs about ten pound more, which is reassuring. 
Further the affiant saith not.

Not having "hands on", it's tough to say what your coil needs in the way of 
a slugectomy. It may be that the slug is xfused* to the coil form. 
Trickling acetone into the slug area (without getting any on the coil) may, 
after ten minutes or so, with a little gentle working, free the slug.

Hi Gary & all, 

I posted my efforts in the area on an HT-32A, abt 2 yrs ago. If you've 
got a slug that's powdered, it's probably been cracked. The pieces just 
expand when you put a tool in there. Some guys have managed to super-glue 


or epoxy an allen wrench to them & turn them out, but I know if I tried 
that I'd have an allen wrench stuck in there too. 

Don't use De-oxit, or any similar tuner lube, etc, they'll probably 
just swell the coil form. You can try acetone, as Arden suggests, or 
"pure" alcohol, "Ever Clear" that you buy at the liquor store. It's 180 
proof, now water, etc. Not denatured or rubbing alcohol, that's got water 
in it. The advantage with EverClear is that you can mix it with something, 
like orange juice, to drown your sorrows if the slug doesn't come out. The 
solvent sort of approach is with the idea that there's wax, etc, that's 
hanging it up, but might help, if you're lucky, with a cracked slug. 

I ended up drilling the slug out, using a pin vise & progressively 
large bits. You need to be careful & hold the coil form with your fingers 
so you don't twist it loose from the mount & tear off the wires.
